The "lost rivers" of the far west aa 
.a rule bead in mountainous areas and 
rush downward Into bowMlke TaUeys, 
where they Inoontlnently Tanlih. aone 
of them reiappear mil^s from the van- 
libing point, while others are lost for- 
ever. 

The floors of the ▼alleys into whioh 
they flow generally are coniimratlvely 
level and are built up of loose sands 
and gravels washed down from the 
rocky and forast-olad alopes, which 
absorb the water aad-throogh whloh It 
pereolatea alowly beaeeth the aurtaee. 

When the atownnoirlag underground 
oarteet eaooemteM an obatruction. as 
It often does, la the shape of a natural 
dike or the rocky rim of the lower end 
of the valley, the water Is forced to 
the surfeee a&d the atreun to bbm 

again. 

Thus the Santa Ana river in Cali- 
fornia sinks In the wash above Red- 
lands, rises to the aMftoe abeve 
Bunker Hill dike, elaka belew It. riees 
from Riverside to B^roek canyon, be- 
low El Rlncon, sinks In the wash above 
Santa Ana and finally partly rises 
again in the large pett lead iprfag* 
above Talbert. 

The San Gabriel and the Imb An- 
geles rivers exhibit the same charac- 
teristics, but disappear aad reappear 
less often in tbetr mneh' shorted eoturse 
to the sea. 

At some polnta theee sunken riverK 
flow for long distances unoer a wide 
.stratum of Impervious material where 
the water Is under considerable pres- 
sure. When wells are driven through 
this stratum an artesian flow results. 

Another peculiar stream is the Des- 
chutes, which dralna a large area la 
central Oragoa. It to kaowatohydrar 
raphera all over the world for the ex- 
traordinary regntorlty of Its flow 
throughout the year. This is account- 
ed for by the porous lava formation 
which constitutes a i)oriion of the 
drainage area. When the streams en- 
counter this sheet of lava they are 
taken up by the sponge-llke material 
and disappear from sight, passlag be- 
neath and through the tova aad flaally 
emerglag thmogh dark oaTeraa and 
deep eaayoae late the main stream. 

Thla wonderful lavk bed is nature's 
regtttator. It swallows up the floods 
that come down the steep slojjes. It 
absorbs the rains and snows and then 
releases them blowly through a filter 
miles In length Into the Deschutes. 

Day after day, year after year, Its 
flow is uniform and Its waters apark- 
ling and dear. For thto reason, prob- 
ably. It to the flaeet trout stream In 
America. 

New Mexico also has a truant stream 
— the Rio Mlmbres. It drains many 
miles of mountain country In the 
southern part of the tcriitory, and for 
a time is a stream of importance 
Then, as If tired of existence. It flows 
out upon the plalaa near Demlag and 
is lost forever, swallowed up In ttie 
loose sand and gravel. 

The Pecos, too, Is a truant at times 
and seeks seclusion beneath the sur 
face, oomlng up miles below in arte 
slaa, springs of great volume.

A very remarkable dlaoovery haa 

Just come to light In the finding of 
Important Ibsen manuscripts, written 
prevloi"; 'o 1S64. The papers Include 
a complete . pic poem of Kome 20,000 
v.-.,ids, In which arc to bo seen Ideas 
which evidently were the basis for 
many of bis later dramas, especially 
for "Brand." one of hia greatest playa, 
The manoscripts bad been left la 
Rome at the Seaadlnavlan aasodatloB 
vhen Ibaen lefy that city in 1864 
They were put away and forgotten, 
and when the society moved away 
they were then sold with a lot of rub- 
bish. A' Dane, I'oiuoplddean, found 
them some yi.ars ago in an anti- 
quarian'!* shop and purchased them as 
curiosities. Afterward he returned to 
Copenhagen,, where he died, bequeath 
ing the manaaorlpte to the Royal li- 
brary upon eeadltion that they be pnb- 
liBhe.l by Prof. Carl Larson. Ibsen's 
illness prevented Larsen from consult- 
ing u itli him, and It Is only now after 
the dramuilst's death, that permission 
from bis heti-s has been secured.
